The ]>lay which is generally consid- 
ered the very peak in achievement of 
America's foremost playwright, 
"Strange Interlude," by Eugene 
O'Neill, will be presented at the Gar- 
rick Theatre for a brief engagement 
beginning Monday night, February 24. 
Tho Theatre Guild, which produced 
it in the Eastern metropolis early in 
1928, where it ran for 73 capacity 
weeks and was awarded the Pulitzer 
Prize as "the best play of the year," 
is bringing it here under the auspices 
of the Art Alliance. 

"Strange Interlude" is undoubtedly 
the greatest novelty the theatre has 
had in years. It is quite the longest 
play current, consisting of nine acts, 
though of course not the first drama 
of extensive length. It does not de- 
pend upon the regular lines of dialogue 
to tell its complete story, but trusts 
more to the "asides." By these, the 
hidden thoughts of each character are 
expressed. Oddly enough there is no 
apparent interruption of the dialogue, 
although the action remains static 
while one character or another is in- 
dulging himself in a chat with the au- 
dience or with himself. 

The play itself may be termed an 
cnic of a woman's soul. Miss Leeds 
is a real creature, swayed by impulse 
and passion, constantly striving for the 
happiness which always seems just 
ahead. She is a complex symbol of 
womanhood, depressed and changed in 
nature by the shattered romance of 
her youth, to be buffeted as a pawn 
of fate in the years that follow, marry- 
ing one man, loving another, and fac- 
ing the sunset of life with a third. 

The art of O'Neill is apparent every- 
where throughout the nine long acts. 
In "Strange Interlude" he writes of 
life he evidently has seen and lived, 
and he presents no superficial, matter- 
of-fact exposition, but a vibrant, seri- 
ous if also curious drama that strips 
bare the very souls of his men and 
women. 

A carefully chosen cast is promised 
by the Theatre Guild of its own met- 
ropolitan players, including Judith An- 
derson, George Gaul, Blaine Cordi^er, 
Frank Conroy, Maud Durand, Mary 
Holsman, James Todd and Lester 
Shcchy. 

Playgoers should bear in mind that 
the performance begins precisely at 
5:30 in the afternoon — wijji a dinner 
intermission from 7:40 to 9, and the 
final curtain descends at 11 o'clock. 
* * * 

Rarely in the history of the theatre 
has a long tour been embarked upon 
by a large company of actors for a 
purpose other than financial gain or 
the satisfaction of personal ambition 
on the part of a star. Single perform- 
ances arc constantly being given, of 
course, for the benefit of one or an- 
other charity; but a long tour of a 
regular organized company — the sole 
object of which is to raise funds for 
a particular object — is almost an un- 
known thing in the theatrical world. 

The second tour of the Stratford- 
upon-Avon Festival Company, from 
the Memorial Theatre at Stratford, is 
one of these very rare enterprises in 
the theatre. The frankly stated pur- 
pose of the transatlantic tour is to add 
to the fund for the rebuilding and the 
endowment of the Shakespeare Me- 
morial at Stratford, which was de- 
stroyed by fire in March. 1926. This 
edifice, which stood for fifty years, was 
one of the finest memorials in the 
world. It had been erected in the late 
seventies by the Shakespeare Memorial 
Association under the leadership of 
Charles Edward Flower, who donated 
a tract of land and 50.000 pounds 
toward the enterprise. The building 
contained a library, museum and the 
theatre proper, upon the stage of which 
nearly every theatrical celebrity of 
England appeared. Fortunately, the 
part of the building housing the li- 
brary and the museum was not de- 
stroyed in the conflagration, and the 
entire collection of precious Shakcs- 
peariana was therefore saved.

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Employment Versus Charity 

In a wealthy section of the size and population of the Main Line 
area there is always a fairly large proportion of residents who depend 
on wages, sometimes day-to-day wages, for their sustenance. At pres- 
ent, according to the Main Line Federation of Churches, there are quite 
a number of workers without sufficient work, among them several skilled 
painters, carpenters, plumbers and handymen. This condition is due in 
part, according to a survey, to a reticence of home owners to make sea- 
sonal repairs and alterations on the usual schedule. This attitude in turn 
is due to a recent unfortunate financial condition which has caused 
extreme caution in the expenditure of funds. 

Work of this sort, however, must he done eventually, and delay is 
working a hardship on wage-earners in various trades. One way to 
alleviate the condition is through aid by the Welfare Federation, the 
churches and other charitable organizations. The generosity of this sec- 
tion cannot be questioned. But it would be far better if there were a 
concerted effort on the part of those who can give employment to others 
not to withhold this work until later in the season. After all the Main 
Line is made up of a group of self-respecting communities. That self- 
respect should be maintained. 



Better Business Service 

Full co-operation by all merchants of Narberth should be given to 
the movement of the Board of Trade in its educational program to in- 
crease and improve the business service in the borough. The most 
favorable accomplishments are obtained only when all interested indi- 
viduals and firms put their support firmly behind plans that will be of 
benefit to all concerned. Indicating the scope of Narberth \s trade section 
by means of a Classified Directory is certain to show resident customers 
that nearly everything needed for personal or home use may be pur- 
chased in a friendly and neighborly atmosphere. Community merchants 
render a valuable service to their patrons and are worthy of greater sup- 
port. Nevertheless prospective buyers are like Missourians — they must 
be shown. 



More Room to Play 

Two Main Line communities, Narberth and Haverford, have recog- 
nized the need of an outlet for the energies and enthusiasms of youth by 
establishing playgrounds and recreation centres. It is also noteworthy 
that Haverford has the principal skating pond hereabouts while Nar- 
berth's borough officials always see to it that streets are reserved for 
sledding when there is snow. May we hope that other nearby commu- 
nities follow their example. 

Announcement of the gift of three acres by Horatio Gates Lloyd 
brings the total of the Haverford Community Centre's holdings to about 
six and one-half acres. Although at present modestly equipped with 
apparatus, the playgrounds are well laid out and. with the improvements 
scheduled, should become a model centre. Last year fourteen groups 
used the facilities of the Centre building for athletics, handcraft, drama, 
dances and other activities. 

Narberth's building and athletic field finds widespread use by the 
several organizations who help to make up the splendid community spirit 
and life of this borough. In fact, only a Main Line neighbor, Consho- 
hocken, is believed to surpass Narberth in the scope of its activities in 
the entire suburban' section. 

Throughout this section there is no dearth of cultural and recrea- 
tional activities and summer finds the school playgrounds in full sway. 
But it is true that some of these activities are restricted and there are 
some towns, notably Ardmore and Bryn Mawr. that need more room for 
their young folks to play.

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Villanova Pushes 

Building Program 

Construction of Home For Com- 
merce and Finance School 
Starts Next Summer. 



CLASSES CROWDED NOW 



Construction next summer of a 
building to bouse the Villanova Com- 
merce and Finance School is recom- 
mended by the Villanova College 
Committee of Development in a re- 
port made public this week. 

William J. McGlinn, president of the 
Continental- Kquitable Title and Trust 
Company, heads the committee of 
Philadelphia business and professional 
men who are surveying Villanova's 
potentialties. 

The committee recommends that the 
college make arrangements as soon as 
possible to start the building project 
before material costs return to a 
higher level and an ample labor supph 
disappears. 

The report states: 

"Today the School of Commerce 
and Finance is next to the fastest 
growing department in the college. It 
showed a 10 per cent, increase in en 
rollment in 1929-30 over the -•-(.•ceding 
school year. 

"Popularity of the commerce school 
under the Rev. Father Joseph A 
Hartley, O. S. A., the dean, is embar- 
rassing. The quarters allotted to the 
school in old Alumni Hall are over- 
crowded. Recitation rooms are in 
adequate. Unless the physical facili- 
ties are expanded immediately, the 



school must refuse admission to addi- 
tional students." 

To remedy these deficiencies the 
Committee on Development recom- 
mends that the new building have 
classroom space for 750 students and 
also suggests a large lecture hall be 
included for addresses by prominent 
business men.

The name by which Ardmore 
was first known was the "Cabi- 
net Post Office." so-called since 
the office was in the shop of a 
cabinetmaker. The Columbia 
Railroad gave the name of 
"Athensville" to the station, 
which it was called from 1853 
until 1874. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad changed its name to 
Ardmore in that year. 

Ardmore is named for a town 
in County Waterford, Ireland, 
and means "high ground." Al- 
though comparatively near the 
seacoast, Ardmore has an alti- 
tude of 359 feet, 300 feet more 
than downtown Philadelphia. It 
is the largest community in 
Lower Merion Township and 
contains the seat of the town- 
ship government.
